A Proclamanon for the Reſtraint of exceſsiue 
Carriages, to the deſtruction of 


the High- Wayes. 


— Hereas Our moſt deare and Royall Father of euer bleſſed me- 
[5 Q moꝛp, by his Royal Pꝛoclanation bearing date the ſirt of Angult, 
8 inthe twentieth veere of His Retgne of England, foz the many 
I | reaſons therein menttoned, koꝛ the publique good and eaſe of His 
People, did pꝛohibite and ſtraitly charge and command; That no 

common Carrier, oz other perlon, ſhould goe oꝛ trauell with any 

zj| Wayne, Cart, oꝛ Carriage with foure Wheeles, noꝛ ſhould carry 
— ——— with 02 vpon any Wayne, Cart, oꝛ Carriage, aboue the weight of 
twenty hundꝛed ;no2 (ſhould dꝛaw any Wayne, Cart, oꝛ other Carriage, with aboue fine Hoz- 
ſes at once, vpon ſuch paynes and penalties as in the ſaid Pꝛotlamation are expꝛeſſed. Since 
which time thole great diſozders are much moze increaſed, whereby, ifit be not p2cnented, 
thoſe publique Nuſaunces which will deſtroy the generall Commerce of Our People, Will 
become vnremediable. Wee therekozeby the adutce of the Toꝛds andothers of Pur Pztuy 
Councell, doe ſtraitly charge and command that from and after the Feaſt of St. Iohn Baptiſt 
now next enſuing, No common Carrier oꝛ other perſon vpon the Common Htgh-wayes, 
doe goe oꝛ trauell with any Wayne, Cart, oz Carriage, which ſhall haue aboue two Wheeles, 
Noz that vpon any Wapne,Cart oz Carriage, there bee ladeu at once aboue twenty hundzed 
weight, Noz that foꝛ the dꝛaught thereof there be vſed aboue fine Hoꝛles at any one time, to 
the end that by theſemeanes the occaſion of ſuch exteſſiue Carriages map bee pꝛeuented, all 
which wee doe ſtraitly charge and command to be duely oblerued, vpon paine of Our hea- 
up indignation, and ſuch other penalties and puniſhments as by Dur Eawes can bee in- 
flicted vpon the Offendozs. And becauſe ſuch extraozdinarie Carriages as of late peares 


hane beene vled, haue Heretotozeby the opinton of allthe Judges beene held to bee generall 
and publique Nuſaunces, and therefoze the ſame ought by the Law to be leuerely puniſhed, 
as that wherein the publique Hath an intereſt. Wee doe ſtraitlp charge and command all 
Our Judges and Juſtices that in their ſeuerall places, they doe carefully and diligently en⸗ 
quireofall tizece offences, and as much as in them lyeth,doc puniſh the offendozs. And ue doe 
alſo Zerebp require Our Attourney Generall foꝛ the time being, vpon notite giuen vnto him 
of any lach Offendoz. to pꝛoſetute them in a Legall courſe in Our Court ot Star- chamber, 
there to receine ſuch Cenſure and Puniſhment, by Fine, Pmpziſonment, and other wiſe, as 
their Contempts and Offcuces (hall deſerue. Und we doe hereby admoniſch all thoſe whom 
it may concerne, that they be carefnll to repapꝛe and maintaine the Highwayes, 152tdges, 
and Cauſeys th:oughout this our Nealme, acco2ding to Dur Lawes and Statutes in that 
behalfe made, and now continuing in koꝛce, as they tender Our pleaſure, and will an- 
ſwere the contrarp at their perilis And becaule there may bee no pꝛetente toꝛ them to excuſe 
themlelues by realon of theſe exceſſtue Cariages, We ſtreitly charge and eniopne them foz 
their owne eale, to giue true infoꝛmation to Our Attourney Generall, ck all offences and 
offenders againſt this our Pꝛoclamation. And laſtly Wee doe hereby Will and requtre all 
Maioꝛzs, Sheriffes, Batiiffes, Juſtices of Peace, and all other Dur Officers and Miniſters 
in all our Counues and places whatloeuer within this Our Vealme, that they vſe their 
vttermoſt indeauour to dffconer and puniſh all offences and offendozs againſt this Our 
pleaſure and Royall tommandement.
